Lords of our Privy Council, hereby Adjourn our ſaid current Farliament uotil 
the (ſeventeenth day of Fanzary next, One thouſand, fix hundred and ninety three 
years, Hereby requiring all the Members of our Parliament to give Attendance 
at Edinburzh on that day, in the accuſtomed manner, and under the Certificati- 
ons contained in the ſeveral Acts of Failiament. OUR WILL IS HER E- 
FORE, and we Charge you ſtritly, and command, that incontinent theſe our 
Letrers ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-croſs of Edinburgh, and to the Mercat-croſ- 
ſes of the whole head Burghs of the ſeveral Shyres ot this Kinzdom, and there 
in our Name and Authority, by open Proclamation, make Publication of the 
ſaid Acjournment of our current Parliament of this our ancient K:ngdom, from 
the ſaid fixteenth day of November inſtant, to the (aid ſeventeenth day of Faxs- 
ary next, And Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed, 
Given under our Signet at Edinburgh, the third day of November, axd of out 
Reign the fourth year, 1692.
